GOVERNMENTS GET IN THE ROAD 

Consumers tend to blame business when 
prices are high. Usually it isn't the fault of 
business but of government. 

Take gasoline price for an example. Over 
the past ten years the gasoline makers have 
improved their product and lowered the price. 
Imperial Oil says it has not only improved 
its gasolines, but it is getting 8 per cent less 
for them than it did ten years ago. This is 
the free-enterprise system - better value at 
lower prices. That's what made many com¬ 
panies grow. 

But governments get in the road. Over the 
past ten years provincial gasoline taxes, on 
the average, have increased 30 per cent. 
And the federal tax has gone up 27 per cent. 
When you and I grouse about the price of 
gasoline, blaming the service station or the 
oil companies, we're barking up the wrong 
fountain. 

Next time you are het up about the price 
of driving your jalopy, buy an extra gallon 
and tour around to the home of your local 
MLA or MP. Take your thirty cents worth 
out on the MLA and your 27 cents-worth out 
on the MP. Their propensity for dispensing 
your money so lavishly causes the high price 
of driving. 

And while you're at it, remember that in 
almost everything you buy, the tax load is re¬ 
sponsible for a lot of the price. Especially if 
you buy smokes or a drink. And the cost of 
living sometimes gets so disturbing it drives 
a man to drink. In this vicious circle, you are 
caught. Only one person can help you get 
free of it - your representative in govern¬ 
ment - . Get to him and urge him to close that 
purse for a while.

Act¬ 
ivity in the service field has been 
slow due to a drop in the local 
tourist trade.

These remarkable artists, who 
have taught themselves to work 
with their mouth and feet, belong 
to an equally remarkable organ¬ 
ization, the Association of Mouth 
and Foot Painting Artists, which 
gives them an opportunity, through 
the world-wide sale of reproduct¬ 
ions, to earn a decent living in 
their chosen profession despite 
their terrifying handicap. 

Some 15 nations are represented 
in this international body by their 
outstanding handicapped artists,— 
among them Canada, through Earl 
Bailly of Lunenburg, Nova Sco¬ 
tia, whose name and fame has be¬ 
come an inspiration to millions of 
similarly afflicted people every¬ 
where. Earl Bailly, who paints 
with his mouth because a child¬ 
hood bout with polio crippled his 
arms and legs, has had widely 
acclaimed exhibitions of his work 
in Montreal, Toronto, Halifax, New 
York, Boston, Philadelphia, Ro¬ 
chester and Bermuda. Some of his 
paintings are on permanent public 
display in the National Gallery in 
Ottawa as well as in Halifax, New 
York and Warm Springs, Georgia. 

A highlight in Earl Bailly’s ca¬ 
reer was his presentation to the 
Queen, who also owns one of his 
finest pictures. Among other pri¬ 
vate collectors who acquired orig¬ 
inals by Earl Bailly are President 
Roosevelt, Prime Ministers Mac¬ 
kenzie King and Diefenbaker, and 
Gov.-General Vincent Massey. 

But Earl Bailly is not the only 
Canadian artist who benefits from 
the world-wide activities of the 
Association. Two promising young 
Canadians have been awarded 


scholarships that will enable them 
to perfect their painting techniques 
and, it is hoped, eventually be* 
come full members. They are Don¬ 
na Graham of Edmonton, a quad¬ 
riplegic, who paints with her mouth 
in a reclining position with easel 
and palette overhead, and 25-year- 
old Henry Louis Baril, also a polio 
victim from Edmonton, a mouth 
painter of unusual talent. 

Among the paintings by Earl 
Bailly and his handicapped col¬ 
leagues throughout the world, a 
few of the best have been select¬ 
ed and reproduced for sale as 
greeting cards. The proceeds after 
deduction of printing and distrib¬ 
uting costs, administrative expen¬ 
ses and taxes, as always, go to 
the handicapped artists who are 
the sole owners of the Association. 

The Association of Mouth and 
Foot Painting Artists is a business 
enterprise. It provides a liveli¬ 
hood for an international group of 
people who refuse to accept de¬ 
feat from a cruel fate, and who, 
through faith, talent and sheer will¬ 
power, have succeeded in building 
highly useful and satisfying lives 
for themselves.

November Is 
Apple Month 

Prime Minister Lester B. Pear¬ 
son has just proclaimed “Novem¬ 
ber is Apple Month”. 

Arthur Kemp of Strathcona Or¬ 
chards, Burlington, Ont. represent¬ 
ing the Canadian Apple Industry, 
received the official proclamation 
and presented Mr. Pearson with a 
basket of the famous Canadian 
McIntosh apples. 

If there is one food that is dis¬ 
tinctly Canadian it must be the 
McIntosh apple. Historically a part 
of Canada since 1796, it is said 
John McIntosh found and recog¬ 
nized a superior seedling left on a 
farm in Dundela, Ont., by French 
settlers. 

The McIntosh Red is noted for 
succulent flavor & distinct aroma. 
The tree is decidedly hardier than 
most and has sired a number of 
other favorites including Cortland, 
Melba and Sparton. 

Canada is world famous for its 
apples, exporting to some 34 coun¬ 
tries. Canadians don’t recognize 
the superiority of their own prod¬ 
uce. Fewer apples are consumed 
per capita in Canada than in many 
countries of the world. 

To encourage greater consump¬ 
tion of apples, the Canada Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture and the Apple 
Industry are distributing news¬ 
worthy and feature stories, photos 
and recipes to all media. The 
trade is backing with advertising 
and promotion. 

Post Office 
To Issue New 
8-cent Stamp 

The first 8 cent stamp produced 
by the Canada Post Office since 
1946 will be issued on November 
18th according to an announce¬ 
ment made today by the Hon. John 
R. Nicholson, Postmaster General. 

The new stamp is intended to 
replace a former 7 cent stamp 
made obsolete by a recent increase 
in air mail rates to the United 
States. In addition to facilitating 
prepayment of air mail letters, the 
stamp will be used for parcel post 
and for first class letters weighing 
between one and two ounces for 
delivery within Canada. 

The Postmaster General said the 
design of the stamp is a rework¬ 
ing of the 7 cent regular issue 
released on March 11, 1964. The 
only change is in the numeral sev¬ 
en whidh has been replaced by an 
eight. The central feature of the 
design is a modern inter-city jet 
aircraft taking off from a Cana¬ 
dian terminal. 

Since the air mail rate change 
went into effect on July 15th, thp 
Post Office Department has pro¬ 
vided an overprinted stamp with 
the seven defaced and an eight 
printed above it. Supplies of this 
stamp will soon be exhausted and 
the new eight cent issue will take 
its place.

Important 

Zanzibar, a new African repub¬ 
lic and Zorra, a Canadian town 
differ in climate, resources and 
job opportunities. In common both 
have concern for the sturdy health 
and basic education of growing 
children. Both realize that young¬ 
sters should be so trained that 
they can stand on their own feet 
and contribute to the world’s quota 
of productive citizens.

Questions, Answers 
On Unemployment 

Q—On September 15 my son and I 
started hauling wood for an¬ 
other man at $7 a day, using 
our own horse. We have two 
miles to walk before we reach 
the place where we’re work¬ 
ing, and we have to provide 
our own board. Can we leave 
this employment without be¬ 
ing disqualified for six weeks? 

We have enough stamps to 
qualify for unemployment in¬ 
surance benefit. 

A—It is not uncommon for work- 
ers to walk a distance of two 
miles daily to and from work, 
particularly in rural areas. 
Claimants are generally not 
justified for this reason and 1 
are, therefore, subject to dis¬ 
qualification from the receipt 
of benefit for a period not ex¬ 
ceeding six weeks. 

Q—Between now and early Decem- 
ember I will have to hire a 
girl as a cook and baby sit¬ 
ter. Do I have to give her un¬ 
employment insurance stamp? 
What value of stamps will I 
have to use if I pay her $50 a 
month? 

A—Persons employed in domestic 
service in private homes are 
not insurable under the Act. 
No contributions are, therefore 
payable on behalf of this per¬ 
son as she is employed as a 
cook and baby sitter in a pri¬ 
vate home. 

Q-^Can I qualify for unemploy¬ 
ment insurance benefits, hav¬ 
ing 26 weekly contributions in¬ 
stead of the 30 require!, see¬ 
ing that I worked for six weeks 
in Massena, N. Y., and have 
contributed to the New York 
State unemployment insurance 
scheme? 

A—The 30 contributions in quest¬ 
ion must have been made un¬ 
der the Canadian Unemploy¬ 
ment Insurance Act, in the 104 
weeks immediately preceding 
your claim. Contributions made 
under the New York State 
Unemployment Insurance Act 
do not count for this purpose. 
However, the time you were 
employed in Massena can en¬ 
title you to an extension of the 
period of 104 weeks. Thus, if 
you produce evidence that you 
were employed six weeks in 
Massena, you can go back to 

110 weeks prior to yoor claim 

to reach the 30 contributions 
required. 

Q—Last year I had used up all 
my benefits by the end of Jan¬ 
uary. This year since March 
3 I paid contributions fur 23 
weeks. How much can I get 
in seasonal benefits during the 
coming winter? 

A—You have acquired at least IS 
contributions since March 24, 
1963, and can, therefore, estab¬ 
lish a claim to seasonal bene¬ 
fit this winter. The duration of 
your entitlement will be deter¬ 
mined on the basis of five 
weeks of benefit for every six 
weeks of contributions paid on 
your behalf since March 24, 
1963. The rate of benefit which 
may then be paid to you will 
be based on the average of the 
contributions you have acquir¬ 
ed since that same date. 

Q—Ls a false statement made for 
the purpose of obtaining insur¬ 
ance benefits a criminal of¬ 
fence? 

A—False statements, if made in 
good faith due to an excusable 
misunderstanding or through 
honest error are not offences 
under the Unemployment In- 
surance Act. However, when 
proof exists that a claimant 
made a statement that he knew 
to be false, then an offence 
has been committed and prose¬ 
cution may be considered. An 
offence under the Unemploy¬ 
ment Insurance Act or Regula¬ 
tions is recognized as a Crim¬ 
inal Offence. 

Q—Some time ago I was prosecut¬ 
ed by the Unemployment In¬ 
surance Commission for six of¬ 
fences of failing to report earn¬ 
ings while drawing benefits. I 
was fined $150 and costs. A few 
days ago I read of a similar 
case involving ten offenders, 
but a fine of only $100 was im¬ 
posed. Is this fair? 

A—Penalties imposed by magis¬ 
trates are the sole responsi¬ 
bility of the courts. It is the 
function of a court to deter¬ 
mine a sentence after consid¬ 
ering all the circumstences. 

Integrity, responsibility, accur¬
